S.O. 100.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 25 of the Customs Act, 1902 (52 of 1962), the Central Government being 
satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
the following goods, when wholly produced in Nepal and imported into India 
from Nepal, from the payment of that portion of customs duty which is leviable 
thereon under the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), 
namely;— 

1. Agricultural, horticultural and forest produce and minerals which have 

not undergone any processing. 

2. Rice, pulses and flour. 

3. Timber. 

4. Jaggery (gur and shakkar). 

5. Animals, birds and fish. 

6. Bees, bees wax and honey. 

7. Raw wool, goat hair and bones as arc used in the manufacture of 

bonemeal, 

8. Milk, home made products of milk and eggs. 

9. Ghani^produced oil and cil cakes. 

10. Ayurvedic and herbal medicines. 

11. Articles produced by village artisans os are mainly used in villages.
